SiFi Networks, a Fibre To The Home (FITH) network developer, has been 
formed by two successful Oswestry businessmen who say it will bring a jobs 
boost to the town. 


The new company will use sewerage system networks to deliver next generation serv¬ 
ices, including gigabite internet connectivity to worldwide communities. 

Oswestry businessmen Mike Harris and 
Roland Pickstock have launched the busi¬ 
ness and envisage up to 200 new jobs for 
the town. 

Mike Harris is the founder of the former 
Total Network Solutions company and now 
owner of The New Saints Football Club 
and Voice Comms Warehouse. 

Roland Pickstock is chairman of the 
Pickstock Group of companies. 

SiFi Networks has bought patented tech¬ 
nology to assist the company to provide 
fibre optic networks across the world to 
meet the global demand for faster connec¬ 
tivity. 

“The intellectual property acquired has 
been proven across five continents to date 
but lacked the necessary structure and 
finance to release its potential,” said Har¬ 
ris. 

Potential 

“Developing nations across the World 
are actively supporting the development of 
fibre optic infrastructure to safeguard and 
exploit the full potential of gigabite speeds. 

“This technology has the capability to 
revolutionise how the World deploys fibre 
optic networks. Instead of exhausting 
resources on disruptive and labour inten¬ 
sive civil methods we will utilise existing 
wastewater infrastructures. 

“This opens up vast potentials for SiFi 
Networks to become a World market leader 
for the development of Fibre To The 
Home,” added Harris. 

And the good news for Oswestry is that 
the company’s headquarters will be in 
town with the prospect of up to 200 jobs. 

“The potential is enormous and as the 
company grows so will the opportunities 
for more jobs in Oswestry,” said Harris. 

“The administration of such an opera¬ 
tion will be vast and we will need people in 
a variety of roles to provide a support infra¬ 
structure. 

“In the United States alone it is esti¬ 
mated that over $82billion is required to 
build fibre to 70 per cent of the country.

Glyn Davies, Montgomeryshire MR is a 
long-standing campaigner for the unit and 
is a patron of Kidney Foundation Wales and 
the chairman of the All Party Parliamentary 
Kidney Group at Westminster. 

He said: “The new Kidney Dialysis Unit 
is a wonderful new addition to the health¬ 
care provision in Montgomeryshire - pro¬ 
viding extra capacity for dealing with the 
growing demands for life-saving dialysis, 
and much greater convenience for Mont¬ 
gomeryshire based patients - it is trans¬ 
forming their lives. There has been an 
amazing enthusiasm and commitment 
amongst local campaigners in Mont¬ 
gomeryshire for many years. The new Renal 
Dialysis Unit is a great new service.”

smallest of spaces. Two months ago there 
was nothing here. Now the planters are 
overflowing with edible produce. Thank you 
to all the carpenters, gardeners and, espe¬ 
cially in July’s weather, the willing water- 
ers. You can help the garden by picking your 
supper - don’t forget to gather some herbs.” 

The food is free for everyone, and anyone 
walking past is invited to take courgettes or 
a few leaves of spinach, chard, pak choi, kale 
or lettuce. 

Incredible Edible Oswestry set up in 
March this year with the aim of establishing 
community gardens, encouraging home¬ 
growing of food in the smallest of spaces 
such as pots and balconies, and making use 
of surplus produce at times of plenty.

His role has also involved being assistant 
national coach to England Under-19s and 
mentor to the senior England international 
coaches. 

Improve 

Now he is being tasked with selling the 
game in Qatar and will focus on both the 
elite game, in terms of improving skills and 
governance and among non-elite segments 
by increasing interest and participation. 

This will include the women’s game, spe¬ 
cial needs and at grassroot level. 

“My job will be to extend the reach of 
football locally and improve the competi¬ 
tiveness of Qatar’s national teams and 
clubs in preparation for the 2022 FIFA 
World Cup Qatar and beyond,” said Cale. 

“The Supreme Committee will develop 
and support strategies designed to increase 
interest and participation in the game and 
it will be my role to see this implemented,” 
he said. 

Cale, who designed a higher education 
undergraduate degree programme along¬ 
side a football academy when he was direc¬ 
tor of higher education at Walford College 
from 1997-98, is a qualified sports psychol¬ 
ogist. 

He admits he is stepping into “the 
unknown” but couldn’t resist the tempta¬ 
tion of being involved in the World Cup 
project.

Crunch meeting over the 
future of town music venue

A CRUNCH meeting to thrash out plans to save an Oswestry 
music venue was held last night. (Wednesday) 

The Ironworks in Oswestry is at risk of closing after owners Steve 
and Roslynn Gore were told by their bankers that they have to sell. 

But a campaign has now been launched to save the venue and to allow it to 
bring in bigger acts in the future. 

The meeting was taking place at the venue in Church Street to discuss plans 
to save the venue. A Save The Ironworks campaign has already gained the back¬ 
ing of comedy star Patrick Monahan and local musicians and entertainers. 

Mr and Mrs Gore hope to raise funds through a ‘buy a brick’ campaign - ‘sell¬ 
ing’ the 7,000 bricks in the first floor room which is used as an entertainment 
venue. Bricks are being offered for sale at £20 as a share in the community 
interest company, and the first bricks were snapped up by Mr Monahan and 

local magician Paul Dabek. 


Sixty 


homes 
to be built to 
meet demand 

MORE than 60 homes are being built in and 
around Oswestry in a bid to meet the demand 
for affordable houses in the area. 

Shropshire Housing Alliance and Wrekin 
Housing Trust are working together on a 
project to provide 30 properties at Middleton 
Road in the town. 

They will include a scheme of 14 new two- 
bedroom houses and bungalows that will be 
available for affordable rent, which is cur¬ 
rently being worked on by WHT officials. 
Plans for the scheme have been drawn up fol¬ 
lowing residents’ suggestions and the bunga¬ 
lows will be made available for the active 
elderly people in the area. 

On the same site, SHA is working with a 
developer to convert the town’s former tax 
office into 16 apartments, which it will then 
lease and rent to local people who need 
affordable, modern and energy-efficient 
homes. 

WHT is also working on two further devel¬ 
opments in the Oswestry area - one at Plas 
Fynnon which will provide three new three- 
bedroom family homes and another in the vil¬ 
lage of St Martins for 12 new homes. 

Stacey Childs, WHT spokeswoman, said: 
“This is just one of a number of projects that 
the two companies are working on together.” 


Mr Gore said the campaign 
will give members of the com¬ 
munity the chance to get 
involved in keeping the venue 
open. 

He said: “The campaign 
offers members of the commu¬ 
nity the chance to get involved 
in keeping our beautiful venue 
open and, with their help, we 
will be able to move forward to 
a place where we can bring in 
bigger and better acts and offer 
an even more diverse range of 
artistic entertainment. 

“We will be taking questions 
and giving a great deal of back¬ 
ground information about the 
venue and our plans to hope¬ 
fully keep this wonderful ven¬ 
ture moving forward as a 
community interest company.” 

Oswestry musician Ally 
Kemp, whose song The 
Strangers You Know was the 
featured track on Radio Shrop¬ 
shire’s BBC Introducing pro¬ 
gramme last month, said she 
hoped people would rally round 
to help the venue. 

“It’s really sad, they hold 
quite a few music venues 
there,” she said. 

If the money can’t be raised 
to save the venue, it will be sold 
at auction on September 12. 

In the past six-and-a-half 
years The Ironworks has been 
used as a venue for fashion 
shows, cinema events, open mic 
evenings and vinyl nights, and 
frequently hosts charity 
evenings, birthday parties and 
other special occasions.

Mother drove 
on GHB drug 

A MOTHER from Oswestry has been 
banned from driving for three years after 
taking to the road while under the influence 
of party drug GHB. 

Naomi Jones, 28, of Welsh Walls in 
Oswestry, was seen driving erratically 
through Oswestry town centre on April 19. 
Her Vauxhall Astra clipped another car and 
the kerb and she drove through a red light. 

She pleaded guilty to driving while unfit 
through drugs at a hearing at Shrewsbury 
Magistrates Court. 

Mr Mike Phillips, prosecuting, said tests 
revealed she had a reading of 85 milligrams 
per litre of GHB in her blood. 

Ms Ceri Lewis, defending, said Jones’s 
daughter had been at her mother’s house 
when she took the drug, but had a call to 
say her daughter had fallen off a trampoline 
so decided to drive to her mother’s house. 

Magistrates also ordered Jones to carry 
out 100 hours of unpaid work, pay court 
costs of £85 and a victim surcharge of £65. 


But the repayments were not met and the 
first his wife knew of it was when she dis¬ 
covered a charge of £42,000 with interest 
and charges aon the house at Crew Green. 

Mold Crown Court heard that she had 
expected to receive £49,000 from the equity 
in the house, but she had been left penniless. 

Bright also defrauded a couple who 
wanted to buy the house. They gave him a 
£9,000 deposit to take his house off the mar¬ 
ket in 2011, pending a swap deal. It was to 
be returned if the deal was not done by a 
certain date. 

But Bright, now of Park Stone Drive, 
Shrewsbury, gave various excuses and the 
money was not returned, said prosecuting 
barrister Matthew Corbett-Jones. 

Police investigations showed that the 
money had been used to pay £11,000 into a 
bank account in Cambodia. 

Bright admitted fraud and forgery dating 
back to 2008 in relation to the loan without 
his wife knowing. He also admitted fraud in 
relation to the £9,000 deposit. 

Judge Niclas Parry jailed him for six 
months and branded him deceitful and con¬ 
trolling. Oliver King, defending, said that 
the defendant had a successful painting and 
decorating busines employing a number of 
people until hit by the recession. 

The judge made a restraining order under 
which Bright is not to contact his wife or go 
within 100 yards of her home or her place of 
work for the next five years.

over homes near hillfort plan

A PETITION has been launched to prevent homes being built in the 
shadow of the best preserved Iron Age Hillfort in Britain. 

More than 1,300 people have signed the internet petition calling on Shrop¬ 
shire Council to withdraw proposals to allow a development close to the Old 
Oswestry hill fort. 

Within the council’s draft SAMdev plan, which sets out the planning blueprint for 
the future development of the county, is the site of the Old Port Farm on the Gobowen 

Road on the edge of Oswestry. It suggests 
that up to 30 homes could be built on the 
' land. 

The petition against including the land in 
the plan was set up on the change.org web¬ 
site by John Waine. 

He said the hill fort had design features 
which were un-paralleled. 

“It remains the jewel in Oswestry’s crown, 
an under-valued heritage asset and the old 
ancient heart of the town,” he said. 

“Rather than build modern houses in its 
shadow, we should look at developing this 
heritage asset for the town and visitors to 
appreciate for generations to come.” 

Damaging 

The petition, addressed to the north plan¬ 
ning committee at Shropshire Council, says: 
“I’m writing to ask you to reconsider the 
potentially damaging SAMDev proposal to 
build houses alongside Old Oswestry Iron 
Age Hillfort and to look for more appropriate 
solutions. 

“We are all mere custodians of this pre¬ 
cious ancient monument and future genera¬ 
tions will thank us for standing back and 
making a decision that fully respects our her¬ 
itage.” 

Oswestry’s Civic Society has already spo¬ 
ken out against the plans. 

Old Oswestry was built almost 3,000 years 
ago and was occupied for almost 1,000 years. 

It is said to have been the birthplace of 
Guinevere, the wife of King Arthur.

Fuel reduction 
is welcomed 

PLANS to give rural motorists up to 5p a 
litre off the price of fuel have been wel¬ 
comed in Mid Wales. 

The scheme was introduced in parts of 
Scotland last year and the Government is 
looking at extending it to up to 36 areas, 
including Powys. 

Currently fuel prices in Mid Wales range 
from 135.9p per litre to 137.9p per litre for 
unleaded and 139.9p per litre to 141.9p per 
litre for diesel. 

The AA said fuel prices can vary up to 
lOp per litre depending on the location of 
where it is being sold. 

The move to help rural motorists has 
been welcomed by Montgomeryshire MP 
Glyn Davies, who described fuel costs in the 
county as “too high”. 

He said: “I like the sound of the reports 
of a 5p per litre reduction in fuel in Mid 
Wales. In rural Mid Wales, cutting fuel 
prices is the key policy. We need today’s 
headline to be tomorrow’s reality on this.” 


Court. 

Judge Niclas Parry said the defendant 
had similar previous convictions and it was 
clear that his unhealthy interest in children 
had continued. 

“You have been convicted previously of 
offences of sexual assault upon children as 
young as six,” Judge Parry told him. 

He had gone on to commit serious 
offences which were aggravated by the fact 
that he had forced them to re-live their 
ordeal during the trial. 

The judge also accused Johnson of put¬ 
ting forward “scurrilous and unkind allega¬ 
tions” that the complainants had conspired 
against him after his wife had died. 

Judge Parry said he took into account the 
defendant’s age, ill-health, and the fact that 
the latest convictions covered behaviour 
which was between 12 and 30 years ago. 

In addition to the jail sentence, Johnson 
was ordered to register as a sex offender. 

Prosecuting Simon Mills said that while 
the offences were old, they had only recently 
come to light. Johnson had been inter¬ 
viewed and claimed that it was a pack of 
lies, saying he could not understand why 
such a thing was being said against him. 

Johnson, formerly of Plas Madoc at Acre- 
fair near Wrexham and Caia Park in Wrex¬ 
ham, had previous convictions of a similar 
nature dating back to 1989 and 1994. 

Oliver King, defending, said his client 
denied that any such things had occurred.

Authority 
warns on 
financial 
situation 

PUBLIC servants in Mid 
Wales have been warned to 
brace themselves for a harsh 
financial future. 

Councillor David Jones, 
leader of Powys County 
Council, has issued a “stark 
message” warning that the 
financial situation in the 
county is likely to get worse 
before it gets better. 

Councillor Jones said the 
authority is bracing itself for 
further budget cuts from the 
Welsh Assembly. 

He said: “Powys, like 
other authorities in Wales, 
has already felt the chill of 
austerity measures but I am 
afraid it will get worse 
before it gets better. The 
Government’s recent com¬ 
prehensive spending review 
announced that a further 
£11.5 billion would be cut 
from public spending sig¬ 
nalling that the austerity 
measures would continue 
into the life of the next Par¬ 
liament.” 

He added: “We have 
already faced budget reduc¬ 
tions of more than 8.5 per 
cent since the start of the 
recession and that has had a 
huge impact on the way we 
work. ” 

The authority is trying to 
save £30 million over the 
next three years and 200 job 
losses have already been ear¬ 
marked. The council hopes 
the jobs will be shed through 
retirements and voluntary 
redundancies.

£600,000 injection to aid 
those hit by bedroom tax 


MORE than £600,000 will be given to hous¬ 
ing associations in Mid Wales to help some 
of the 1,000 people in the region affected by 
the bedroom tax to move to smaller proper¬ 
ties. 

The Welsh Assembly said it has provided 
money to registered social landlords across 
the country after pleas for help from people 
struggling since the tax was introduced on 
April 1 this year. 

It is spreading £20 million across Wales to 
help build 357 homes, with £610,828 being 
given to landlords in Powys to build 10 
homes. 

Housing minister Carl Sargeant said 
there are 1,063 people affected by bedroom 
tax in the county and he wanted to help as 


many as he could, although it has not yet 
been announced where or when the homes 
will be build. 

He said: “I am determined to do what I 
can to support tenants so that there is the 
least possible damage to our communities 
but recognise that these new homes are only 
a fraction of what is needed to counter the 
impact of the UK Government’s benefit 
changes.” 

Bedroom tax is a phrase used for new 
rules which affect housing benefit which is 
paid to less well-off tenants to help with 
rent.

Student pair launching 
new touch screen project

IMAGINE a device that allowed 
you to use your front door, your 
bedpost, or an old sheet of paper 
as a touch screen computer. 

It sounds like something from science 
fiction, but it is in fact the staggering 
new world being envisioned by a young 
entrepreneur from Shropshire. 

Carl Ellis, from St Martins, near 
Oswestry, and his business partner John 
Hardy have developed a new interactive 
toolkit which uses a projector, a depth cam¬ 
era and a computer to create interactive dis¬ 
plays anywhere and on almost anything. 

The Lancaster University students use a 
small projector to display images on a 
makeshift screen, while a depth camera - 
like that used in an X-Box Kinect - sees 
when and where you have touched the 
screen. 

Now the pair hope to develop practical 
applications for the technology, a product of 
Mr Hardy’s work on his PhD, to go into busi¬ 
ness. 

“We are very excited by the potential we 
feel the toolkit and software we have devel¬ 
oped has commercially,” the 25-year-old 
said. 

“The combination of projection and touch 
interaction is not a new idea. However, it is 
normally only used to create touch screens 
on walls. 

“These are essentially just touch screens 
without the screen, the same old boring 
square displays and digital signage. We’ve 
moved this on dramatically. 

“The technology is going to get smaller 
and more powerful, what we are trying to do 
is find the best way to use it.” 

A Youtube video accompanying the launch 
of the toolkit, called Ubi Displays, shows the 
technology being projected on to doors to let 
people see whether somebody is in their 
office and to leave a message, as an interac¬ 
tive menu on the wall of a restaurant, and

In about May 1959, while I was 
working in south Shropshire on a near- 
clear sunny day, I spotted an object 
high up in the sky to the south. 

It appeared to be two large metallic 
coloured spheres connected by a short 
tube. I drew someone else’s attention 
to it and they passed it off as some sort 
of weather balloon, but as there were 
wisps of cloud passing one could tell 


the object was stationary. After some 
hours the object disappeared and, that 
evening, I told my parents about it. 

The next weekend my mother 
showed me an article in the weekend 
paper, the Wellington Journal I think. 

It stated that some villagers in south 
Shropshire had spotted a UFO and, 
being concerned, they called the police 
who sent men to investigate. 

The police contacted RAF Shawbury, 
where the CO observed the UFO and 
ordered a pilots to take off and investi¬ 


gate. The pilot went towards the object 
but his plane could not get above 
31,000 feet, its normal service ceiling. 

The pilot reported that at 31,000 
feet he did not appear to be much 
nearer the UFO than when he was on 
the ground, inferring that the object 
was very large and a long way away. 

I have never heard of a UFO sight¬ 
ing being both confirmed by the police 
of RAF since.

MOBILE phone users in the 
Welshpool area will see 
improvements after Mid 
Wales was earmarked as one 
of the first places in Britain 
to benefit from a £150 mil¬ 
lion project to improve cov¬ 
erage.

economic performance. 

“We desperately need to 
strengthen and enhance our 
digital infrastructure if we 
are going to ensure our rural 
communities are viable 
places to live and work.”

TUrbine plans 
face rejection 

CONTROVERSIAL plans for a wind turbine at a dairy farm on the 
Shropshire/Mid Wales border could be thrown out after planning 
chiefs described it as “visually intrusive”. 


The owners of Parc Isaf, Llanrhaedr Ym Mochnant, near Oswestry, want to build the 
34.2 metre high turbine on their farm, but Powys County Council’s planning committee 
is expected to refuse planning permission at a meeting on today (Thursday). 

It is the second time plans have been put forward for the 500-acre farm, which is run 
by GR Lewis & Son and includes a 16,000 free range poultry unit. A previous bid for a 48-

Farmer handed 
drink-drive ban 

A FARMER who was caught drink-driving 
while almost twice over the legal limit has 
been banned from driving for 17 months. 

Alan Lloyd Jones, 35, of West Felton near 
Oswestry, had been drinking at The Punch 
Bowl pub at West Felton on July 14 before 
attempting to drive the short distance home 
in his Land Rover Freelander. 

He was stopped by officers at 10.25pm 
and gave a reading of 64 microgrammes of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of breath - above 
the legal limit of 35 microgrammes. 

Stephen Scully, defending, said his client 
had been at a village carnival earlier in the 
day and had stopped at the pub. He said 
Jones had intended to have one drink but 
after meeting friends, “it turned into four”. 

Magistrates fined Jones £150, ordered 
him to pay costs of £150 and disqualified 
him from driving for 17 months. 

His disqualification period may be 
reduced by 119 days if he undertakes a 
drink-driving rehabilitation course. 


metre high wind turbine was withdrawn 
before it could go before a planning meet¬ 
ing. 

But the latest application has been sub¬ 
ject to dozens of objections by local residents 
who say it is out of character with the area 
and will spoil the view. 

It has also been opposed by Llanrhaeadr 
Community Council and Llangedwyn Com¬ 
munity Council which described the turbine 
as “totally inappropriate”. 

Councillor Aled Davies, Powys County 
Council member for Llanrhaeadr-ym- 
Mochnant and Llansilin, said: “I cannot 
support this application because for its 
detrimental effects on an historic landscape 
and its proximity to Llanrhaeadr village and 
other nearby houses. 

“The turbine will be highly visible from a 
main road and out of scale with surround¬ 
ing landscape features. This application 
could be the first of many which would 
result in cumulative impact, once the first 
application is granted, would it be fair to 
reject the next? 

John Pearson, planning officer for Powys 
County Council, said: “It is considered that 
the turbine would constitute a prominent 
incongruous feature which interrupts the 
continuity and character of the rolling land¬ 
scape in which it is set which is charac¬ 
terised by a historic rolling plateau 
farmland complex typified by smaller irreg¬ 
ular field patterns.”

PREPARATIONS are well under¬ 
way for this weekend’s Llanfyllin 
Show, with volunteers of all ages 
getting involved. 

The spectacular aerial acrobatic dis¬ 
play team, Above and Beyond, is the 
star attraction at this year’s event, 
which will be held on Saturday. 

International performers will combine 
dance with acrobatic agility and circus skills 
both on the ground and 35 feet in the air.

The show opens at 9am and the last event 
in the main ring is terrier racing at 6pm. 
Local sheepdog trials are held on the eve of 
the show. 

Other attractions include showjumping 
and gymkhana, a donkey derby, sheepdog 
trials and displays by Tanatside Hounds and 
Mid Wales Vintage Machinery Club. 

Newtown Silver Band and magician 
Magic Kev will entertain adults and children 
in a Village Green entertainment area, 
where there will also be a fun fair and Punch 
and Judy show. 

Classes for horses, sheep, goats, dogs, hor¬ 
ticulture, floral art, cookery and crafts are

Show chairman is Gordon Jones, 
who began his association with the 
event when helping with car park¬ 
ing and selling programmes as an 
eight-year-old boy 60 years ago. 

“The show is part of the heritage 
of Llanfyllin and an important 
showcase for the local community,” 
he said.

Group’s plans for 
low cost homes 

THE company which took 
over the running of coun¬ 
cil houses in Shropshire 
says it hopes to start work 
on new council homes by 
the end of the year. 

Shropshire Towns and 
Rural Housing is planning 
to build 62 affordable 
homes by 2015. 

The housing group took 
over the management of 
council houses in the 
Oswestry and Bridgnorth 
areas from Shropshire 
Council earlier this year. 

Jason O’Donoghue 
from the organisation said 
some of the homes will be 
for sale as low-cost hous¬ 
ing. 

“As of July, Shropshire 
Towns and Rural Housing 
has submitted 17 plan¬ 
ning applications on land 
that is within Shropshire 
Council’s ownership,” he 
said. 

“So far, planning per¬ 
mission has been granted 
for 10 of these sites, 
although some aspects of 
these sites may be subject 
to change. 

“We expect work to fin¬ 
ish in February 2015.”

AN Oswestry councillor has warned people to be on their guard after 
he was targeted by computer scammers. 

Councillor Martin Bennett, who is both a Shropshire Council member and Oswestry 
town councillor, said the scam works by someone calling on the telephone and claiming to 
be from Microsoft. 

They offer to help solve computer problems or sell you a software licence, but once they 
have access to your computer they can steal sensitive details such as credit card numbers 
or passwords. Councillor Bennett said he was aware of the scam and offered to put them

He said: “I want to express a great deal 
of horror at this attempted scam and I am 
worried that people could easily fall for it. 

“A lot of people are not completely com¬ 
puter savvy and older people could also fall 
victim to it. 

“When they called me I soon realised it 
was a scam and having a Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil computer I offered to put them onto the 
council’s IT department, which soon got 
them off. 

“I went to visit my mother recently and 
she had also been targeted but did not fall 
for it so I am worried it is a problem which 
is becoming rife.” 

A spokesman for Microsoft said: “Cyber 
criminals don’t just send fraudulent e-mail 
messages and set up fake websites. 

“They might also call you and claim to be 
from Microsoft. 

“They might offer to help solve computer 
problems or sell you a software licence. 

“Once they have access to your computer, 
they can trick you into installing malicious 
software, take control of your computer 
remotely and adjust settings to leave your 
computer vulnerable. 

“Neither Microsoft nor our partners 
make unsolicited phone calls (also known as 
cold calls) to charge you for computer secu¬ 
rity or software fixes.”

No to bid 
for solar 
panels at 
Guildhall 

SOLAR panels will not be 
installed on Oswestry’s 
Guildhall, councillors have 
ruled. 

But Oswestry Town 
Council will investigate 
where panels might go on its 
other buildings and how 
other energy saving meth¬ 
ods could be brought in. 

Councillor Bill Benyon 
put a notice of motion to the 
council urging members to 
consider placing the energy 
panels on council buildings 
including the Guildhall, the 
authority’s Grade II listed 
civic home on the Bailey 
Head. 

The building has been 
used as a magistrates’ and 
county court, a library, the 
council headquarters and a 
theatre. 

Many councillors rejected 
the idea for the Guildhall, 
although Councillor Chris 
Stokes said that if they could 
be removed without damag¬ 
ing the integrity of the 
building there seemed no 
reason why they couldn’t be 
used. 

But there was more sup¬ 
port for investigating the 
possibility of solar panels on 
the adjacent Powis Hall 
market building and they 
said there were other build¬ 
ings that could be looked a. 

Councillor Vince Hunt 
said: “Why not look at put¬ 
ting something in the ceme¬ 
tery - I am sure the 
residents there would not 
worry too much.”

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Councillor 
in bleak 
financial 
forecast 


PUBLIC services in Powys 
should brace themselves for 
a harsh financial future fol¬ 
lowing the national spend¬ 
ing review. 

The stark message was 
issued by Powys County 
Council Leader, Councillor 
David Jones as part of a 
debate on public finances 
with public, private and vol¬ 
untary organisations in 
Wales. 

“We have been hearing 
gloomy messages about the 
state of the nation’s finances 
for many years and the real¬ 
ity is the picture is not get¬ 
ting any better. Powys, like 
other authorities in Wales 
has already felt the chill of 
austerity measures, but I am 
afraid it will get worse 
before it gets better,” said 
Councillor Jones. 

“The Government’s com¬ 
prehensive spending review 
announced that a further 
£11.5billion would be cut 
from public spending sig¬ 
nalling that the austerity 
measures would continue 
into the life of the next Par¬ 
liament. 

“As a result the Welsh 
Government will have to 
find significant savings for 
the next three years and we 
will have to plan for far less 
funding. 

“We have become a com¬ 
missioning council and 
understandably are concen¬ 
trating our efforts on key 
areas such as social care and 
education.” 


Farming scholarship helps 
Caryl's dream to come true

CARYL Hughes has dreamed of running a farm for a long as she can 
remember. 

And now the 23-year-old from the Ceiriog Valley on the Shropshire border has 
seen her dream has come true as the first winner of the National Trust Llyndy 
Isaf scholarship. 

The young farmer was announced as the winner at the Royal Welsh Show last week and 
in September will be given the keys to Llyndy Isaf - the 614-acre upland farm in Snowdo¬ 
nia saved for the nation through the Snow¬ 
donia Appeal in 2012. She will take control 
of the farm for a year. 

“This is a once in a lifetime opportunity 
that I intend to take full advantage of,” she 
said. “It’s not every day you get the chance 
to farm a 614-acre farm, especially not at the 
age of 23 and especially if you are female.” 

Caryl, who currently works at a hotel, 
said she was excited and nervous about the 
challenges ahead of her. But she said it 
would be life changing for her and her dog 
Mist - who will be moving with her to 
Llyndy Isaf. 

She said: “I’m a bit nervous of taking on 
Llyndy, it is a daunting challenge, especially 
because it hasn’t been farmed for a number 
of years, but I’m really excited about it and 
all the new experiences and opportunities 
I’m going to get in the next 12 months. 

“I’m really looking forward to working 
with the National Trust and getting to know 
the whole team and all of the Trust’s work 
- especially in agriculture. 

“I don’t see it why we can’t do it as well 
as the ‘boys’, if not better. Women are 
renowned for being better at multi-tasking, 
but I’m confident I’ll rise to this challenge 
as well as anyone else. 

“The scholarship appealed to me because 
it was a type of farming that I am familiar 
with and I’m eager to learn more about. I 
enjoy the variation that farming offers - 
from being out on the mountain in rain and

thunder to sorting out paperwork. In my 
opinion everyone should see that farming is 
really important - without farming we have 
no food for the country. 

“My priorities will be to re-establish a 
flock with good grazing management to 
retain this natural environment around us. 
That’s Llyndy’s unique quality and chal¬ 
lenge all in one. 

“Farming also helps to manage the coun¬ 
tryside and biodiversity. The balance 
between agriculture and the environment is 
very delicate and that is why farmers are so 
important because they understand this del¬ 
icate balance. 

“The views in Snowdonia are spectacular 
and I feel honoured to be allowed to live and 
work there - but also it’s not too dissimilar 
to home-so maybe that’s why it appeals to 
me. I hope to use the skills and ideas I gain 
in Snowdonia and adapt them to use at 
home in the Berwyns when the scholarship 
is over.” 

Llyndy Isaf farm drew international 
attention when it was saved for the nation

Scrap site 
earmarked 
for house 
building 

THE closure of a scrap busi¬ 
ness and the building of 
homes in its place will give 
residents in Weston Rhyn a 
quieter life, papers lodged 
with county planners say. 

Outline plans have been 
submitted for the regenera¬ 
tion of the land off Weston 
Rhyn’s High Street which is 
currently used as a heavy 
goods vehicle yard for col¬ 
lecting and distributing 
scrap metal. 

The outline plans indicate 
that 10 homes could be built 
on the land and papers 
lodged with Shropshire 
Council on behalf of appli¬ 
cant Bob Roberts say the 
development will be an asset 
to the village housing stock 
and will also improve safety. 

The papers say the opera¬ 
tors of the business are look¬ 
ing to retire and changing 
the site into homes will 
remove noise nuisance in 
the area. 

They say: “The applicants 
wish to retire. They are con¬ 
scious of the fact that their 
business has considerable 
potential to cause nuisance 
so instead of selling up and 
moving away they wish to 
demolish the buildings and 
develop the site with a small 
number of houses. 

“It is anticipated that 10 
dwellings will be built and a 
new access will be provided 
onto High Street. 

Shropshire Council aims 
to make a decision on the 
application by October 9.

MORE than 15,000 people 
poured into Oswestry Show 
to enjoy a day of entertain¬ 
ment and sunshine. 

The one-day countryside event 
was praised by visitors, competitors 
and VIPs including Owen Paterson, 
the Secretary of State for the Envi¬ 
ronment, who judged the agricul¬ 
tural stands alongside his wife, 
Rose. 

Mr Paterson, who is also MP for 
North Shropshire, said: “This is a 
brilliant show with the agricultural 
community putting on a showcase of 
the very best of the industry for the 
people of Shropshire and beyond.” 

After last year’s storms, which 
saw massive hailstones bring the 
show to an abrupt end, Saturday’s 
weather could not have been better.

Hundreds of people lined the banks of the 
ring and used the new grandstand to see the 
Moto Stunts International Display Team 
and the Melton Mowbray Toy Soldiers 
marching band as well as a parade of vin¬ 
tage vehicles and the YFC It’s a Knockout 
competition. 

Gary Millington, a local businessman and 
one of those involved in bringing entertain¬ 
ment to the show, said: “We try to ensure 
there is something for everyone.” 

One of the visitors, Oswestry mum, 
Danielle Box, there with her two-year-old- 
son, Sam, said the organisers had done just 
that. 

“It is definitely a day out for everyone. 
Sam loved it and we enjoyed it too.” 

One of the guests of honour was 89-year- 
old Ivor Waddelow, a vet in the Oswestry 
area between 1953 and 1982 with George 
Wise and a partners, the show’s veterinary 
experts for many years. 

Now living in Gloucester, he said it was 
lovely to be back in Shropshire. 

“I was here during the first outbreak of 
foot and mouth in 1968 - that is something 
I shall never forget, it was dreadful. 

“There are not so many dairy farms in 
this part of the world now as there were 


then, which is a great shame.” The 40th 
anniversary of the Rare Breeds Trust was 
celebrated at Oswestry Show with rare 
breed cattle, sheep, pigs and goats all exhib¬ 
ited. 

Shropshire’s branch of the trust has been 
supporting the event for several years. 

Trust member Martin Loake said the 
show gave branch members the chance to 
meet up with each other and also to help the 
public understand more about rare breeds. 

“Between 1900 and 1973 there were more 
than 30 breeds that became extinct,” he 
said. 

“Since the formation of the trust not one 
breed has been lost. However there are still 
breeds that are in danger and whose num¬ 
bers are very low.” 

Mr Loake said Shropshire Sheep had been 
a success story over recent years. 

“They are still not common but the breed 
is certainly in better shape than it was.” 

As well as the agricultural stands, local 
roduce and local businesses were at the 
eart of the trade stands at Oswestry Show. 

This year saw double the number of 
stands in the food hall and outdoor food 
aisle, many of them local producers. 

One of the county businesses with a stand 
at the show was fashion boutique Just the 
Right Thing.

Owner, Karen Morris said: “It is a great 
way to give something back to the town, but 
also to let people, particularly those from 
out of the area, know that we are in 
Oswestry.” 

Meanwhile, local veterinary practice Park 
Issa Vets brought along their own cow - one 
made from papier mache. 

The practice has been a regular at the 
showground since 2002, the year after the 
outbreak of foot and mouth in Britain. 

Vet, Chris Kirtley, said: “We decided to 
show our support for farmers after foot and 
mouth by having a stand here and we have 
been coming ever since. It is hard work but 
we all enjoy meeting our customers and 
members of the public.” 

Winner of the non-agricultural trade 
stand was Llynclys Nurseries, and their 
prize was awarded by the leader of Shrop¬ 
shire Council, Councillor Keith Barrow, who 
represents Oswestry South on the author¬ 
ity. 

“Oswestry show has, and will continue to 
succeed because it has remained a true agri¬ 
cultural show,” Councillor Barrow said. 

“Others have fallen by the wayside 
because they left farming behind. People 
come to see the animals and have a good day 
out.”

The perfect solution to

There’s a fellow motoring writer of 
my acquaintance who says he 
knows the first names of all his 
children with some certainty, but 
is honestly a bit vague about 
which middle name goes with 
which offspring. 

But then he does have a bit of an excuse, 
with eight of the little (and not so little) 
blighters to his name, and that of his long 
suffering wife. 

Transporting 

Family mealtimes must resemble a school can¬ 
teen more than a cosy domestic setting, and then 
there’s the not-so-little business of transporting 
them. 

Sadly the vehicle you see before you today 
would not fit the bill. It has room for a mere eight 
people, so with mum and dad aboard two of them 
will have to stay at home, or perhaps follow in a 
taxi. 

For any family with a maximum of six children, 
however, the latest Tourneo from Ford might fit 
their transport requirements rather neatly. And 
there can’t be many families with six kiddies on 
the roster, let alone eight. 

In truth, this upper crust version of the new 
Transit (whisper it; this hint of commercial trans¬ 
porter is not mentioned in the brochure) is more 
likely to be parked at the airport waiting to take 
guests for their pampering stay at a luxury hotel. 

But Ford insists that, yes, some families are 
buying a Tourneo Custom for private use.

Convince the taxman it’s a company vehicle 
and he’ll waive the VAT, leaving this top model 
looking reasonable value at less than £27,000. 
Even with another 20 per cent added you still get 
a lot of vehicle for your £31,405. But please don’t 
call it a van. 

If it’s a long time since you drove something 
that looks more business than pleasure you will 
be in for a pleasant surprise after clambering into 
the driver’s seat. 

First thing that impresses is the view ahead. 
Then you’ll discover a dashboard that’s a lot like 
what’s fitted to a current Focus or Fiesta, except 
with added practicality. So, there’s a hinged com¬ 


partment above the instrument panel for your sat- 
nav to sit in and a phone-sized dock alongside .. 
. even a glovebox made big enough to take A4 
papers. 

Then consider the Tourneo collected the same 
maximum five-star safety rating as the Transit 
(there’s a coincidence), a rating some new cars 
cannot match. 

A gear change as positive as most cars, pro¬ 
gressive brakes and sensitive steering add to the 
feeling you’re simply driving a big, slab-sided car. 

The diesel engine pulls with car-like punch, with 
a jittery ride only on bad road surfaces, thanks to 
tough but old fashioned rear suspension. A lot of 


lean-in corners betrays its non-car underpinnings. 

But unlike a car, this machine can quickly turn 
commercial, by simply lifting out the six seats that 
make up rows two and three. Even with them all 
in place there’s a decent sized boot; ditch them 
and you’ve got a full-on delivery van. 

But a van with air con, remote central locking, 
cruise control, power folding and heated door mir¬ 
rors and a heated windscreen. That’s not like any 
van I’ve encountered before. Need still more 
room? There’s a stretched model with a much big¬ 
ger boot. Need to carry a ninth person? Then 
order your Tourneo with the double passenger 
seat up front.

An independent survey of 1,000 UK new car 
buyers by website CarSafetyRules.com revealed 
that 96.5 percent of consumers believe that new 
accident prevention technologies will make driv¬ 
ing safer, with almost 40 percent saying the tech¬ 
nologies would improve safety considerably. 

eSafety systems such as autonomous emer¬ 
gency braking and pre-crash alerts were the two 
technologies survey respondents said they 
would most like on their next new car. 

Fleet operators choosing cars equipped the 
new wave of eSafety technologies that assist 
drivers in an emergency and provide vital infor¬ 
mation and warnings to help avoid crash situa¬ 
tions occurring, are benefiting from fewer 
incidents and therefore lower insurance premi¬ 
ums and reduced business disruption. 

Additionally, even if a crash does occur the 
severity of the incident is likely to be reduced 
due to the array of safety features built into the 
vehicle. As a result, injuries to vehicle occupants 
can be expected to be less severe and vehicle 
repair bills will be lower. 

Fitted as standard across the Mazda CX-5 
range, which is available from £21,395 on-the- 
road, is life-saving Autonomous Emergency 
Braking (AEB). Known by Mazda as ‘Smart City 
Brake Support’, the technology is also available 
as standard on all-new Mazda6 SE-L and Sport 
models.

Euro NCAP last year highlighted the Mazda CX-

Performance

It’s called managing expectation; 
being told before you drive a new car 
that it’s not as fast and furious as you 
might expect. And it wasn’t. 

Instead Kia, with its most powerful model to 
date, has produced a handsome, sporty looking 
coupe that’s quick enough for most people and 
sufficiently civilised not to become a bore as you 
drive deep into its seven year warranty. 

Kia doesn’t expect to sell shedloads of these 
two-door Procee’d GTs, and not all that many even 
when the more practical GT four-door hatch 
arrives early next year. 

But with prices starting at a fiver less than 
£20,000 for a well equipped ‘basic’ version of the 
coupe, it’s sure to attract enough attention to 
make dealers happy. 

Happy 

Most owners are going to be happy too with a 
car that’s effortlessly pleasing to drive, if not the 
tearaway terror that you can buy for a lot more 
money from the likes of Ford and Volkswagen 
(think Focus ST and Golf GTI respectively). 

Kia has taken the worldwide warm hatch tem¬ 
plate for the new GT. That means a turbo to boost 
engine power, bigger brakes and firmed suspen¬ 
sion, and a body made a bit more aggressive to 
behold. 

Inside, there’s a set of sporty seats from Recaro, 
a sure sign the company takes its car seriously, 
and a lovely, readable dash display that springs 
from conventional speedo to digital readout with 
turbo and torque displays at the press of a steer¬ 
ing wheel button. 

Add in air con and big alloy wheels and the GT 
looks great value for money. Pay a bit more 
(£22,495) and you add climate control, sat nav, 
heated seats and steering wheel, along with xenon 
headlights and auto wipers. 

An even better equipped launch special edition 


(£23,995) is restricted to 50 sales in the UK and 
piles on a sunroof and red ambient lighting inside 
and your own numbered car plaque in the cabin. 
This one comes in white only; the others add black 
and red to the palette. 

For the present, though, let’s concentrate on the 
more instantly appreciated side of the car. It’s a 
practical beast; once past those big doors you’ll 
find plenty of room in the rear for a couple of 
adults. The boot looks huge and there’s a sensible 
net to keep the groceries secure as you explore 
the performance of the car. 

Which, as mentioned above, is more than 
enough to impress, if a bit short of grin inducing. 
Rides nicely, though and there’s enough precision 
in gearchange and brake pedal to impress a 
press-on driver. 

The GT is built in Slovakia and feels thoroughly 
European, right down to a certain classy reticence 
in the way it looks. It would slot in alongside a Golf 
GTI, say, in the Silverstone car park and not look 
the least a poor relation. 


It’s another example of the astonishing journey 
Kia has taken from its native South Korea in just a 
few short years. 

A decade ago a car like the Procee’d GT would 
have seemed unthinkable from a company pro¬ 
ducing dull cars that sold on price alone. 

Today, this latest Kia shows just why so many 
competitor companies around the world are 
upping their game in a relentless display of catch 
up, or die.

Q: What’s the year been like so far? 

A: We have had a good first six months of the year with 
new car sales up by 30 per cent over last year. This has 
been due to a larger marketplace and the addition to our 
range of the Mokka, Cascada and ADAM models. 

At the same time, our Network Q used car sales have 
increased, mainly due to our improved internet presence 
and more aggressive pricing. 

It has also been heartening to see our service depart¬ 
ments at both our Oswestry and Newtown branches 
increase the number of customers as well as sales.

We think customers appreciate the extra value and full 
service history this gives to a car and our reputation for giv¬ 
ing good customer service as well as a competitive price 
has drawn more customers to us. 

We have particularly noticed many customers coming to 
our service departments with older cars due to the value 
for money we offer. We have invested in extensive training 


for our service technicians and also have state-of-the-art 
special equipment for Vauxhall models. 

So not only do we offer value for money, but we also 
offer the latest technology and experienced technicians. 

The latest fixed-price servicing offer, for cars over three 
years old, is only £129 including VAT 

Q: Have there been any further benefits from your serv¬ 
ice sales? 

A: Yes. I am pleased to announce that we have taken on 
two extra service technicians for Oswestry and Newtown. 
Both started this month. 

Q: There’s been a lot in the press about Vauxhall’s inno¬ 
vative Lifetime warranty. How much of an effect has this 
had on new car sales? 

A: As you say, Vauxhall has their unique Lifetime warranty. 
This warranty has been very warmly received by the motor¬ 
ing public and new car buyers. And it is underpinned by 
significant improvements in build quality over the last few 
years. 

As an aside, our warranty sales through the service 
departments used to be 25 per cent of total sales. This has 
now reduced to less than two per cent, which is further evi¬ 
dence of the improved build quality. 

Q: You mentioned earlier about customer satisfaction 
and Arthurs’ performance in the Vauxhall customer sat¬ 
isfaction rankings. 

A: Yes. Customer satisfaction has always been very close 
to my heart because I believe that if we look after our cus¬ 
tomers they will return to us time and again. 

It also pleases me when customers come up to me on 
the street and say thank you for the good service that we 
have given to them. 

Q: I believe you have just been to the Oswestry Show. 
Was this a success? 

A: Yes. We had a good stand again at the Oswestry Show. 
It is a show we have been attending for over 30 years and 
it is always a great opportunity to meet up with past and 
present customers. 

As a local family business we try and absorb ourselves 
into the community with attendance at shows such this. 
We are also very pleased to be attending Llanfyllin Show 
and Montgomeryshire Show later this month.We have pre¬ 
viously attended both of these shows and hopefully we will 
continue to do so for many years. 


Q: When do you start to take orders for the new 63 reg¬ 
istration due in September? 

A: Normally, we would start to take orders around this time 
in August. However, this year we have seen a dramatic 
increase in the number of new car orders for the 63 plate 
and these orders started arriving in mid July, which is 
unusual. 

Our current orders for the new registration is way, way 
beyond where it has been at this time of the month in pre¬ 
vious years. So we are looking ahead very positively. 

Q: Have there been any deals in particular which have 
attracted the attention of customers? 

A: Actually, there are many. There are some extremely 
keenly discounted new cars plus the five-year Vauxhall 0 
per cent finance deal which has been most successful for 
the last two years since its introduction. 

More recently we have enjoyed great success with the 
Corsa and Astra Energy Special Editions which offer 
exceptional value for money, starting at only £179 deposit 
and £179 a month. 

Q: Do you think September could be a record month for 
new registrations? 

A: From our experience so far I have every expectation the 
number of new Vauxhall cars we will be selling in Septem¬ 
ber will be at record levels. As I said earlier, our order take 
is well ahead of previous years and there are a greater 
number of inquiries constantly coming into our Oswestry 
and Newtown showrooms. 

Q: Do you have any plans for later in the year? 

A: There’s a new facelift Insignia model in October which 
we eagerly await. The current shaped Insignia has been a 
roaring success and we fully expect the facelift model to 
build on that success. 

We are also very excited to be chosen as one of the first 
Vauxhall dealers to have the brand new website which 
Vauxhall is developing with other motor industry special¬ 
ists. 

We have every expectation that we will have an interac¬ 
tive, state-of-the-art website - covering both of our 
branches - live before Christmas. 

And we see this new website as the springboard to fur¬ 
ther increase sales in 2014 and beyond.

OKAY, we’ve used this 1960s 
picture of Oswestry Villa 
before, but we’re getting so 
much feedback about it that we 
need to use it again before 
politely kicking Oswestry Villa 
into touch for a while. 

First, let’s hear from Tony Jones, of 
Woolston Bank, Oswestry. 

He says: “I played for them more or 
less since when they first started in the 
early 1960s.

reminder 

before 

holidays 

PEOPLE travelling this 
summer must make sure 
they order prescriptions in 
time before going away and 
carry a basic first aid kit 
with them, a Shropshire 
pharmacist has urged. 

John Gentle, pharmacist 
at The Pharmacy @ Caxton 
in Oswestry, said many peo¬ 
ple do not get organised 
before their holiday and end 
up not taking adequate med¬ 
icine supplies. 

He said: “It’s important 
that people have enough 
asthma inhalers or blood 
pressure tablets or whatever 
medication they need for the 
whole period of their holiday. 
It’s better to make sure you 
have extra in case you are 
delayed returning or some 
goes missing. You don’t want 
to find yourself abroad and 
having to track down urgent 
medical supplies.” 

Mr Gentle said people 
should also think about tak¬ 
ing a basic first aid kit when 
going on holiday. 

He said: “This should con¬ 
tain items such as paraceta¬ 
mol, bandages, plasters, 
antiseptic cream and wipes, 
rehydration solutions in case 
of diarrhoea, thermometer, 
anti-allergy tablets, and 
travel sickness antihista¬ 
mines. 

“Water purification 
tablets are also a good idea 
and we can offer advice on 
which ones to use.”

THE exhibition at Qube Gallery in 
Oswestry now running until Sep¬ 
tember 9 will highlight a local 
heroine and launch Qube’s World 
War 1 Recollections project.

monitor 
noise at 
skatepark 

NOISE assessments will be 
carried out at a newly 
opened skatepark in 
Llanymynech over fears it is 
causing disruption to neigh¬ 
bours. 

The skate park only 
opened on July 21 but parish 
councillors were told at a 
meeting that noise from the 
new facility was excessive. 

Members of Llanymynech 
and Pant Parish Council 
have since visited the site to 
see how noisy the area is. 

Villager Carol Wilde, who 
lives near the skatepark, 
told councillors the noise 
caused by the skaters was 
intrusive to neighbours. 

She said: “I know it is not 
going to be removed and I 
would not expect it to be. It 
is for the children of 
Llanymynech. 

“Can the material it is 
made of be changed? 

“You can’t go in the gar¬ 
den - but it is not just out¬ 
side, you can hear it in the 
house. 

“You can’t open the win¬ 
dows. You would not be able 
to sit in the garden. Nobody 
wants to complain but they 
can hear it.” 

Mrs Wilde said she would 
rather move than put up 
with the noise, and would 
rather move than have the 
skatepark removed. 

She said she accepted that 
by moving to the playing 
fields, she was expecting 
some noise but the situation 
was worse than expected. 


Marjoram is a real delight 



ONE of the joys of moving house, is seeing 
what ‘pops up’ in the garden throughout the 
seasons. 

I don’t mean animals, I mean plants. In the first spring of 
our new home, up came a beautiful border of daffodils, fol¬ 
lowed by a profusion of bell flowers and then to top it all off, 
in the late summer came the marjoram. 

Marjoram is actually oregano and is a classic and aromatic 
Mediterranean herb. Although it’s probably past its best by 
the time it starts flowering, it can still be used in cooking. In 
the cooler climate of the UK, marjoram develops a slightly 
different scent, but it is still an excellent herb for use in the 
kitchen. Wild marjoram can be found growing on chalk and 
limestone grasslands in summer, with its pinky flowers 
appearing between June and September. 

But what made me so happy on seeing it sprouting in quite 
dazzling profusions, spilling over the front path and lawn and 
triumphantly replacing the daffodils below, was what came 
with it. 

Marjoram is absolutely brilliant for pollinating insects. At 
a time when these are in steep decline with the plight of our

bumble and honey bees getting depressingly serious, oregano 
definitely seems to be the way forward! 

The path veritably hums with bumblebees, flitting from 
one clump of flowers to the next and since the plant is such 
a long flowerer, you can give our pollinators a real helping 
hand for a quarter of the year. Joining the bumblebees and 
honey bees are hoverflies, pollinating beetles, small delicate 
wasps and glory of glories, butterflies. 

Tortoiseshells, peacocks, green-veined whites, red admi¬ 
rals, commas, meadow browns and skippers; you name it, 
they’re here. And when the daytime display is over, the moths 
move in under the cover of dark. The plant’s Latin name and 
the one that gives us the word oregano; origanum, is derived 


from two Greek words, oros (mountain) and ganos (joy). This 
alludes to the happy appearance these plants give to the hill¬ 
sides on which they grow in their wild state. However, despite 
their extraordinary popularity with butterflies, it’s the bud- 
dleia that is more widely known as an attractor of them. 

As I’ve mentioned in previous columns, buddleia is a ram¬ 
pant and controversial invader even though it does a lot of 
good for the insects of this county. However, why not have 
your oregano and eat it? 

For me, marjoram is the perfect replacement for buddleia. 
It is not so invasive and is easy to manage, it has purple ten¬ 
dencies just like the buddleia but does not come with the tag 
of being a pest and most importantly of all for a wildlife gar¬ 
dener, it does a very similar job in attracting all those species 
to it. 

All in all, I’m very glad the marjoram has popped up. When 
the sun is out and the air still, the butterflies and bumblebees 
seem to descend en mass from adjacent gardens to feast upon 
it. I don’t know if this annoys the neighbours or not...but if 
it does, I can at least always blame the previous occupants!

Plans for 
M&Sin 
town are 
unveiled 

MARKS & Spencer is plan¬ 
ning to transform its plain 
brick building in Oswestry 
into a haven for bees and 
butterflies. 

The company has applied 
to fit a “living wall” to the 
front of its food shop in 
Smithfield Road, which 
would be covered or par¬ 
tially covered by plants and 
foliage. 

The wall is believed to be 
the only one of its kind on a 
commercial building in 
Shropshire. 

Jonathan Hoban, from 
Marks & Spencer, said it 
would be created by putting 
up a metal framework to 
create five planting areas. 

He said it was part of an 
effort to “make Marks and 
Spencer the most environ¬ 
mentally friendly retailer in 
the world”. 

The wall will include 
plants with a year round 
flowering pattern in a selec¬ 
tion of colours. The plants 
have been chosen because of 
their attractiveness to bees 
and butterflies, and are all 
indigenous to the UK. 

Mr Hoban said: “In order 
to ensure that proposal is 
continuously living through¬ 
out the year the chosen 
species are mainly ever¬ 
green. Deciduous species 
such as snowdrops and wild 
strawberry will also be 
included, however, to 
enhance the seasonal varia¬ 
tion.”

Upgrade for BMW’s 5 Series 


By Matt Kimberley 


This might not be an all-new model, 
but there’s no such thing as a minor 
refresh in the BMW 5 Series - it’s 
the Munich-based firm’s biggest 
seller globally, making it the most 
important car to come out of its fac¬ 
tories. 

The biggest news for this latest model is on 
the inside, with an unbelievable array of gadgets 
and active safety installations now available 
either as standard or at an extra cost. More of 
that later. 

On the outside, things are more or less as 
they were, with a long, sloping bonnet that dips 
suddenly towards a low, trademark ‘kidney 
grille’. Small tweaks here and there have neat- 
ened and sharpened what was until now a 
slightly tubby design, so its on-road presence is 
that little bit more imposing. 

Variants 

We Brits will have plenty of model variants to 
choose from, although there are some xDrive 
four-wheel drive models that wouldn’t sell well 
enough here for BMW to warrant re-engineering 
them for right-hand drive. 

Sales of xDrive versions are picking up, 
though, and we’ll get more choice on that front 
when an all-new 5 Series arrives in two to three 
years. 

The three trim levels are called SE, Modern 
and Luxury, with M Sport trim packages avail¬ 
able to upgrade the higher lines. Not all grades 
will be available with every engine, though. The 
key standard equipment on all models includes 
the excellent iDrive interface, a huge colour 
widescreen display on the dashboard, digital 
dials that change style according to the active 
drivetrain mode, leather upholstery and Euro VI 
compatible engines. Even the diesels pass the

test, having been fitted with BMW’s BluePerfor- 
mance NOx-reducing additive system. 

On the engine front there are six diesels and 
four petrols, ranging from a 518d with 14bhp 
and 119g/km to a mighty petrol V8 with more 
than 440bhp. At the car’s exclusive launch we 
drove the 535i and 530d options, with the diesel 
likely to be the more popular of the two. It’s a 
familiar unit to many current owners and excels 
at turning liquid diesel into formidably rapid for¬ 
ward motion, even in a car so relatively large. 

Sitting in the Luxury-trimmed test car, with its 
plush and supportive leather seats adjusted to 
fit, the driving position is absolutely perfect. A 
flick of the gear lever engages Drive at the other 
end of the eight-speed automatic gearbox, while 
the electronic handbrake releases automatically. 


It’s a little slow to re-engage again when the time 
comes to park, but for setting off it’s ideal. 

The gearbox is, under normal use, a perfect 
match for the car. Changes are smooth, there’s 
no interruption to the power delivery and it will 
even disengage from the engine in an off-throttle 
efficiency-boosting process called decoupling. 
Its only failing is that under hard acceleration it 
changes up too late, allowing the diesel’s power 
delivery to stall in every gear as the torque curve 
falls away. For brisk acceleration it’s better to 
shift manually at around 3,500rpm using the 
paddles mounted behind the steering wheel. 

This 5 Series cruises quietly, with immense 
stability even above 10Omph on the German 
autobahn. It munches the miles deceptively eas¬ 
ily and high-mileage drivers will love it. The vari¬ 


able-rate steering adjusts to make holding a 
straight course in your lane child’s play. 

Speaking of the steering, it’s plain to see why 
the 5 Series is considered the driver’s choice in 
the segment. It’s no lightweight but it careers 
along winding, open roads in a way it has no 
right to. Large, wide tyres and confidence-inspir¬ 
ing suspension help with outright grip. 

There’s simply far too much new technology 
to list here, but believe me it’s worth getting hold 
of the brochure. 

As any dealer will be happy to tell you, the 5 
Series is more customisable than ever, from the 
looks to the leather and from the suspension to 
the stereo. The basics are excellent enough 
though, and whatever configuration it’s built 
into, yet again, it looks hard to beat.
